CHAPTER  III. 

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  make  an  Appropriation  to  Pay  the  Interest  on  the  Funded 
Deht  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  falling  due  on  the  first 
day  of  July,  1854. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Select  and  Common 
Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  That  the  sum  of 
$370,000  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  the  interest  on  the  funded  debt  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  which  will  fall  due  on  the  first  day  of 
July,  A.  D.,  1854. 

Sect.  2.  Until  the  City  Controller  enters  upon  the  duties 
of  his  office,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  pay  the  said  interest 
to  the  persons  entitled  to  receive  the  same,  without  further 
or  other  warrant  than  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  That  after  the  Controller  shall  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office,  the  warrant  to  the  Ciiy  Treasurer  for  the 
payment  of  interest  upon  the  City  debt,  shall  be  issued  in 
the  following  manner  and  form,  namely  :  the  said  Treasurer 
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shall  present  to  the  Mayor  a  list  of  the  loan  holders,  which 
shall  contain  the  amount  of  the  principal  of  the  debt  owned 
hy  them  respectively,  the  rate  of  interest,  the  amount  of 
interest  accrued,  the  amount  of  the  State  tax  to  be  deducted 
and  retained,  and  the  nett  sura  due  for  interest,  and  at  the 
foot  of  such  list  the  Mayor  shall  add  the  following  warrant :

amount  respectively  due  to  them  as  above  set  forth,  for  in- 
terest on  City  debt  due.

The  said  list  and  warrant  shall  then  be  presented  to  the 
City  Controller  to  be  countersigned.  And  the  said  Treas- 
urer shall  exhibit  to  him  the  evidence  that  the  said  persons 
are  entitled  to  receive  such  interest. 

Sect.  4.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  deposit  in  the  Bank  of 
North  America,  all  monies  which  he  shall  receive  on  account 
of  the  Girard  Trusts,  and  his  account  in  said  Bank  shall  be 
kept  in  his  name  as  City  Treasurer  for  the  Girard  Trust. 
And  in  the  same  bank  he  shall  deposite  all  monies  received 
by  him  on  account  of  all  other  Trusts  vested  in  the  Corpo- 
ration of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  his  accounts  thereof 
shall  be  kept  in  his  name  as  City  Treasurer  for  the  respective 
Trusts.  And  the  said  Treasurer  shall  deposite  the  Corporate 
monies  of  said  City  in  the  Bank  of  Pennsylvania,  the  Girard 
Bank,  Bank  of  the  Northern  Liberties,  and  Southwark  Bank, 
in  equal  portions,  as  near  as  may  be.

which  will  become  due  at  that  time.  Provided,  That  the 
payments  shall  not  be  made  until  after  the  5th  of  July  inst.

CHAPTER  V. 

AN   ORDINANCE 

Providing  for  the  appointment  of  the  Standing  Committees 

of  Councils. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  for  the  purpose  of  supervising 
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the  operations  of  the  different  departments,  and  of  assisting 
Councils  in  the  consideration  of  subjects  brought  before  them, 
relating  to  the  interests  of  the  corporation,  the  following 
joint  Standing  Committees,  to  consist  of  six  members  of  each 
Council,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  respective  presidents  on 
the  passage  hereof,  and  annually  on  the  organization  of 
Councils. 

1st,  a  Committee  on  Finance. 

2d,  a  Committee  on  Department  of  Water  Works. 

3d,  a  Committee  on  Department  of  Gas  Works. 

4th,  a  Committee  on  Girard  Estates. 

5th,  a  Committee  on  Department  of  Highways,  Bridges, 
Sewers,  Culverts  and  Cleansing  the  City. 

6th,  a  Committee  on  Department  of  City  Property  and 
Public  Grounds. 

7th,  a  Committee  on  Department  of  Police. 

8th,  a  Committee  on  Trusts  and  Fire  Department. 

9th,  a  Committee  on  Department  of  Health. 

10th,  a  Committee  on  Department  of  Poor. 

11th,  a  Committee  on  Department  of  Prisons. 

12th,  a  Committee  on  Department  of  Schools. 

13th,  a  Committee  on  Surveys  and  Regulations. 

14th,  a  Committee  on  Rail  Roads. 

15th,  a  Committee  on  Claims. 

16th,  That  a  Committee  of  three  members  from  each 
Chamber  shall  be  appointed  to  compare  bills  and 
transmit  the  same  to  the  Mayor,  when  found 
correct. 

17th,  a  Committee  on  Port  Wardens,  Public  Landings 
and  Wharves. 

18th,  a  Committee  on  Department  of  Law. 

19th,  a  Committee  on  Market  Houses. 

Sect.  2.  The  Chairman  of  the  first,  third,  fifth,  seventh, 
eighth,  tenth,  thirteenth,  fifteenth,  sixteenth,  seventeenth, 


and  nineteenth,  shall  be  members  of  the  Common  Council, 
and  the  chairmen  of  the  remaining  Committees  shall  be 
members  of  Select  Council,  but  no  member  of  either  coim- 
cil  shall  be  chairman  of  more  than  one  Standing  Committee. 
They  shall  hold  stated  meetings  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness at  such  times  as  a  majority  of  the  committee  may  de- 
termine, and  special  meetings  whenever  the  chairman  or 
three  members^thereof  may  require. 

Sect.  3.  The  Committee  on  Finance  shall  have  supervision 
over  the  departments  of  the  City  Treasurer,  the  Receiver 
of  Taxes  and  the  City  Controller.  The  Committees  on  the 
■  department  of  the  Water  Works,  on  the  department  of  the 
Gas  Works,  on  the  department  of  the  Girard  Estates,  and 
the  department  of  Highways,  Bridges,  Sewers  and  Cleans- 
ing the  City,  on  the  department  of  City  Property,  on  the 
department  of  Police,  on  the  department  of  Health,  on  the 
department  of  the  Poor,  on  the  department  of  the  County 
Prison,  on  the  department  of  Schools,  on  Surveys  and  Re- 
gulations, Rail  Roads,  on  Claims,  Compare  Bills,  Port  War- 
dens, Public  Landings  and  Wharves,  department  of  Law, 
and  Market  Houses,  shall  exercise  a  general  supervision 
over  said  departments,  for  the  exposure  and  correction  of 
evils  and  abuses. 

The  Committee  on  the  departments  of  City  Property  and 
on  the  Girard  Estates  shall  fix  the  sums  for  which  the  real 
estate  in  charge  of  those  departments  shall  be  rented. 

The  Committee  on  Trusts  shall  supervise  the  execution 
of  the  several  trusts  vested  in  the  Corporation  except  the 
Girard  Trust. 

The  Committee  on  Rail  Roads  shall  have  such  care  of  the 
subscriptions  heretofore  made  by  the  various  Corporations 
comprising  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  Rail  Roads,  as  is 
rendered  necessary  by  the  terms  of  such  subscription  to  be 
exercised  by  the  Councils  of  said  Corporation,  but  the  said 
Committee  shall  perform  no  executive  act  thereabout,  but 
report  to  Councils  from  time  to  time  such  measures  as  may 
be  necessary  to  protect  the  interest  of  the  City  in  such  Rail 
Road  Corporations. 

The  Committee  on  Claims  shall  report  to  Councils  the 
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evidence  and  all  the  circumstances  connected  with  any  claim 
which  may  be  presented  to  Councils,  and  for  which  no  ap- 
propriation is  made,  or  general  ordinance  providing  for  its 
adjustment  or  otherwise. 

The  members  of  the  Select  and  Common  Council  shall 
constitute  a  Standing  Committee  of  A^isitation  to  the  Girard 
College  for  Orphans  ;  and  the  President  of  each  Council 
shall  immediately  after  the  passing  of  this  bill,  and  annually 
hereafter,  on  the  organization  of  Councils,  divide  the  mem- 
bers of  their  respective  Councils  into  twelve  sub-committees 
of  twelve  members  each  ;  six  of  whom  shall  be  of  the  Select 
and  six  of  the  Common  Council,  and  who  shall  serve  for 
one  month  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  constituted  as 
aforesaid. 

The  said  sub-committees  to  visit  the  Girard  College  for 
Orphans  at  least  once  in  each  month,  and  examine  the  con- 
dition thereof,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  Visitation,  or  to  Councils,  at  their  discretion,  at 
such  times  as  they  shall  deem  expedient.

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rized  to  employ  temporarily  such  agents,  and  to  adopt  such 
means,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  cleanse  such  portions 
of  the  City  wherein  arrangements  for  that  purpose  have  not 
been  made  by  the  late  corporate  authorities,  and  to  insure 
greater  efficiency  of  cleansing  where  contracts  now  exist. 

Section  2.  The  sum  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  appropriated,  to  carry  into  effect  this 
Ordinance.

following  annuities,  namely : 

Jane  Taylor,  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.

Emeline  G.  Taylor,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  sum  of  four  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-six,  thirteen  one  hundredth  dollars,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  income  of  the  said 
residuary,  and  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  twenty-nine, 
forty-two  one  hundredth  dollars,  out  of  the  income  of  the 
fund  appropriated  for  the  improvement  of  the  eastern  front 
of  the  city  and  Delaware  x\.venue,for  the  purpose  of  paying 
the  State  Tax  assessed  upon  the  said  estate  and  fund,  for  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-four.

CHAPTER  VIII. 

AN   ORDINANCE 

To  Levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  Taxes  for  the  year  eighteen 
hnndred  and  fifty  four. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 

of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  City  Commissioners  be, 

and  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to  levy 

on  the  real  estate,  furniture,  emoluments  of  office,  horses 
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and  cows,  and  carriages,  returned  by  the  assessors  at  the 
last  county  assessment,  and  situated  or  assessed  within  what 
were  the  following  townships  and  wards,  at  the  time  of  the 
passage  of  the  act  of  the  2d  of  February,  1854,  entitled  "A 
further  Supplement  to  an  Act  entitled  a,n  '  Act  to  Incorporate 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,'  "  that  is  to  say  :  Blockley,  Bristol, 
Byberry,  Delaware,  Kingsessing,  Lower  Dublin,  Moreland, 
North  Penn,  Oxford,  Passyunk,  Koxborough,  the  Unincorpo- 
rated iS^orthern  Liberties,  and  the  LTpper  Ward,  Germantown, 
a  tax  of  one  hundred  and  tliirty-tive  cents  in  the  hundred 
dollars,  on  the  assessed  value  thereof;  and  upon  the  before- 
mentioned  real  and  personal  estate  and  property  situate  or 
assessed  hi  all  other  parts  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  a  tax 
of  one  hundred  and  lifty  cents  in  the  hundred  dollars  on  the 
assessed  value  th'^reof ;  and  upon  every  taxable  inhabitant 
of  the  said  cit}',  returned  by  the  assessors  as  aforesaid,  the 
sum  of  twenty-live  cents. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  taxes  are  to  be  levied  for  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  tifty-four  as  one  city  and  county  tax, 
and  are  hereby  voted  for  the  following  objects  respectively 
for  the  same  period,  namely  : 

For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum  of 
ninety-eight  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  twelve 
thousand  dollars. 

For  county  purposes,  that  is  to  say,  for  expenses  of  the 
courts,  elections,  assessors,  county  officers,  and  the  like,  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  and  five  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  public  health,  the  sum  of  eighteen  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

For  the  expenses  of  the  County  Prison,  the  sum  of  thirty- 
four  thousand  dollars. 

And  the  balance  for  interest  on  the  consolidated  debt,  and 
municipal  purposes  other  than  the  foregoing. 

And  the  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appro- 
priated for  the  said  objects,  but  subject  to  the  further  direc- 
tions of  Councils. 
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Sect.  3.  The  said  Commissioners  shall  cause  the  duplicates 
of  said  taxes  to  be  made  out  and  delivered  to  the  Receiver 
of  Taxes,  without  delay.

Claims  for  Labor. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated 
for  the  payment  of  claims  for  labor  performed  since  June  1, 
1854,  by  the  authority  of  any  of  the  Corporations,  which 
by  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  are  consolidated  into  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  2.  Warrants  for  the  payment  of  the  said  claims 
shall  be  drawn  by  the  City  Commissioners,  or  two  thereof, 
in  the  following  form :

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him,  wherein  the  item  or  items  which  compose  the  sum  for 
which  the  warrant  is  to  be  drawn,  shall  be  set  out,  and  which 
bill  shall  be  presented  to  the  Controller,  with  the  warrant, 
and  filed  by  him.  And  the  said  Commissioners,  at  the  time 
of  the  issue  of  such  warrant,  shall  take  and  keep  a  receipt 
for  the  same,  wherein  shall  be  specified  its  number,  amount, 
and  date,  and  the  services  for  the  payment  of  which  it  was 
issued.  Provided^  That  no  warrant  shall  be  issued  until  the 
bill  before  mentioned  shall  undergo  the  supervision  of  the 
Committee  on  the  District  wherein  the  Corporation  by  whose 
authority  the  labor  was  performed  was  located.

CHAPTER  XI. 

AN  ORDINANCE 

Prescribing  the  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  City  Controller. 

Sect.  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  head  of  this  Department 
is  the  City  Controller.  He  shall,  before  entering  upon  his 
office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  the 
Mayor,  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  City  Controller  shall  superintend  the  fiscal 
concerns  of  the  City,  and  shall  manage  the  same  in  the 
manner  required  by  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  the  ordi- 
nances and  resolutions  of  the  City  Councils. 
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Sect.  3.  He  shall  keep  a  regular  set  of  books,  in  which 
shall  be  opened  and  kept  as  many  accounts,  under  appro- 
priate titles,  as  may  be  necessary  to  show,  distinctly  and 
separately,  all  the  estate  and  property  whatsoever,  real  and 
personal,  vested  in  the  City  by  law  or  otherwise,  all  trusts 
in  the  care  of  the  same,  all  debts  due  to  and  owing  by  the 
City,  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures  in  the  various  de- 
partments of  the  City,  and  all  appropriation  made  by  the 
City  Councils,  and  the  sum  expended  under  the  same  re- 
spectively. 

Sect.  4.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  and  as  often  as  he 
may  deem  necessary,  or  the  City  Councils  shall  direct,  sug- 
gest plans  to  the  Councils  for  the  improvement  and  manage- 
ment of  the  City  finances. 

Sect.  5.  He  shall  have  the  supervision  and  control  of  the 
fiscal  concerns  of  all  departments,  bureaux,  and  ofiicers  of 
the  City,  who  shall  collect,  receive,  or  disburse  the  public 
monies,  or  who  are  charged  with  the  management  or  custody 
thereof,  and  may  at  any  time  require  from  any  or  all  of 
them  an  account,  in  writing,  of  any  and  all  monies  or  pro- 
perty of  the  City  in  their  hands  or  under  their  control ;  and 
he  shall  immediately  upon  the  discovery  of  any  default  or 
delinquency  report  the  same  to  the  City  Councils. 

Sect.  6.  He  shall  countersign  all  warrants  on  the  City 
Treasurer,  and  shall  not  suifer  any  appropriation  made  by 
the  City  Councils  to  be  overdrawn.  Every  case  in  which 
an  appropriation  shall  be  exhausted,  and  the  object  of  which 
is  not  completed,  he  shall  immediately  report  to  the  City 
Councils,  and  accompany  such  report  with  a  statement  of 
the  monies  which  have  been  draAvn  on  such  appropriation, 
and  the  particular  purposes  for  which  they  Avere  drawn. 
Whenever  a  warrant  on  the  Treasury  shall  be  presented  to 
him  to  be  countersigned,  the  person  presenting  the  same 
shall,  if  the  Controller  require,  produce  evidence, 

1st.  That  the  amount  expressed  in  the  warrant  is  due  to 
the  person  in  whose  favor  it  is  drawn ; 

2d.  That  the  supplies  or  the  services  for  payment  of 
which  the  warrant  is  drawn,  have  been  furnished  or  per- 
formed. 
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Sect.  7.  He  shall  perform  all  the  duties  now  enjoined  on 
the  County  Auditors  by  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  shall 
scrutinize,  audit,  and  settle  all  accounts  whatever  in  which 
the  City  is  concerned,  either  as  debtor  or  creditor,  Avhere 
provision  for  the  settlement  thereof  is  made  by  law  ;  and 
where  no  such  provision,  or  an  insufficient  provision,  has 
been  made,  he  shall  examine  such  accounts,  and  report  to 
the  City  Councils  the  facts  relating  thereto,  with  his  opinion 
thereon. 

Sect.  8.  He  shall  make  a  report,  verified  by  oath  or 
affirmation,  to  the  City  Councils,  at  their  first  stated  meeting 
in  January,  in  each  year,  of  the  public  accounts  of  the  City, 
and  of  the  trusts  m  their  care,  exhibiting  all  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  City,  the  sources  from  which  the 
revenue  and  funds  are  derived,  and  in  what  manner  the 
same  have  been  disbursed,  each  account  to  be  accompanied 
by  a  statement  in  detail,  in  separate  columns,  of  the  several 
appropriations  made  by  Councils,  the  amount  drawn  on  each 
appropriation,  and  the  balance  standing  to  the  debit  or 
credit  of  such  appropriation.  And  he  shall  publish  said  re- 
port in  tAvo  or  more  newspapers,  as  required  by  the  twelfth 
section  of  the  Consolidation  Act  of  February  2,  1854. 

Sect.  9.  He  shall  report  to  the  City  Councils,  within 
ninety  days  after  he  enters  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
a  statement  of  all  the  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments, 
bridges,  ferries,  railroads,  wharves,  markets,  stalls,  land- 
ing-places, water-works,  gas-works,  buildings,  easements, 
franchises  of,  in,  and  to  all  goods,  chattels,  monies,  effects, 
debts,  dues,  demands,  amercements,  fees,  perquisites,  rights, 
income,  stocks,  bonds,  obligations,  judgments,  liens,  actions, 
and  rights  of  action,  books,  accounts,  and  vouchers,  and  of,  in, 
and  to  all  other  property  and  estate  whatsoever  and  where- 
soever, belonging  to  any  or  either  of  the  several  Townships 
or  Districts,  and  other  Municipal  Corporations  of  Philadel- 
phia, and  of  all  trusts  held  by  the  same,  and  vested  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  by  the  Consolidation  Act  of  February 
2,  1854,  and  also  a  statement  of  all  contracts  made  by  any 
of  said  Townships,  Districts,  or  other  Municipal  Corpora- 
tions, directed  or  authorized  by  the  authorities  of  the  same, 
and  not  performed  or  completed,  or  upon  which  any  money 
remains  unpaid,  with  the  amount  of  money  remaining  unpaid 
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on  each.  And  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  report  to  City  Coun- 
cils a  like  statement  within  thirty  days  of  the  organization 
of  the  Councils  in  each  year. 

Sect.  10.  He  shall  communicate,  in  writing,  to  the  City 
Councils,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  in  each 
year,  a  detailed  estimate  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
for  the  current  fiscal  year.  He  shall  have  one  Principal 
Clerk,  four  Assistant  Clerks,  and  a  Messenger,  all  of  whom 
shall  be  appointed  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
Select  Council,  and  perform  such  duties  as  he  shall  assign 
them.  The  Clerks  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed,  in  like  man- 
ner as  the  Controller,  to  discharge  their  duties  faithfully. 

Sect.  11.  The  salaries  of  the  officers  in  this  Department 
shall  be  as  follows,  payable  monthly  :

CHAPTER  XII. 

AN  ORDINANCE 

Prescribing  the  Powers  and  Deities  of  the  City  Treasurer. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  head  of  this  department 
is  the  City  Treasurer.     He  shall  give  bond  to  the  Corpora- 
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tion,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the 
Select  and  Common  Councils,  in  the  sum  of  $100,000,  con- 
ditioned for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his 
office,  as  thoj^ame  are  or  may  hereafter  be  defined  by  any 
law  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  any  Ordinance  of  the  City. 

Sect.  2.  He  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirma- 
tion before  the  Mayor,  honestly  to  keep  and  account  for  all 
public  monies  and  property  entrusted  to  his  care. 

Sect.  3.  He  shall  deposit  and  keep  in  such  places  and 
manner  as  Councils  may  direct,  or  have  directed,  all  public 
monies  entrusted  to  his  care  as  City  Treasurer,  including 
such  as  shall  come  to  the  Corporation  as  Trustee ;  and  the 
accounts  of  such  deposit  of  trust  monies  shall  be  kept  sepa- 
rate, and  not  blended  with  any  other  account. 

Sect.  4.  He  shall  verify  his  cash  account  once  every 
week,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee  of  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  on  Finance,  in  such  maimer  as  the  com- 
mittee may  require. 

Sect.  5.  He  shall  pay  all  warrants  that  shall  be  drawn 
upon  him  by  the  proper  officer,  and  countersigned  by  the 
City  Controller,  and  none  other. 

Sect.  6.  He  shall  cause  the  accounts  of  his  office  to  be 
kept  in  the  form  of  accounts  current,  wherein  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  City  shall  be  exhibited  in  an  intelli- 
gible manner,  and  the  particulars  of  each  item  of  charge 
and  discharge  shall  correctly  appear.  The  said  accounts 
shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  any  citizen  during  office 
hours,  on  the  terms  set  forth  in  the  10th  Section  of  the  Act, 
passed  February  2,  1854,  entitled  "  A  further  Supplement 
to  an  Act  entitled  an  '  Act  to  Incorporate  the  City  of  Phi- 
ladelphia.' " 

Sect.  7.  He  shall  cause  accounts,  separate  and  distinct 
from  the  other  accounts  of  the  Corporation,  to  be  kept  of 
the  Girard  Estate  Fund,  Trusts,  and  College,  and  of  each 
of  the  other  trusts  vested  in  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia. 

Sect.  8.  He  shall,  together  with  the  Receiver  of  Taxes 
and  the  City  Commissioners,  perform  the  duties  of  a  County 
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Board  of  Revision,  and  a  Board  to  hear  and  determine  the 
appeals  of  tax-payers  from  assessments,  as  is  hereafter  pro- 
vided. 

Sect.  9.  He  shall  report  daily  to  the  f^ontroller  the 
amount  of  monies  paid  to  him,  and  the  sources  from  which 
the  same  are  derived,  and  the  accounts  for  which  the  same 
are  respectively  paid. 

Sect.  10.  There  shall  be  four  clerks  in  this  department, 
to  be  respectively  known  as  the  Book-keeper,  Stock  Clerk, 
and  1st  and  2d  Aiiscellaneous  Clerks ;  they  shall  perform 
such  duties  in  their  several  departments  as  the  City  Trea- 
surer may  from  time  to  time  direct. 

Sect,  11.  There  shall  be  in  this  Department  a  Messenger, 
whose  duties  shall  be  defined  by  the  Treasurer. 

Sect.  12.  The  salaries  of  the  various  officers  in  this 
Department  shall  be  as  follows,  payable  quarterly  :

CHAPTER  XIII. 

AN   ORDINANCE 

Prescribing  the  Powers  and    Duties   of   the  Receiver   of 

Taxes. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
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of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  head  of  this  Depart- 
ment is  the  Receiver  of  Taxes.  He  shall  give  bond  to  the 
Corporation,  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils,  in  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his 
office,  as  the  same  are  or  shall  be  defined  by  any  Act  of 
Assembly  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  any  ordinance  of  the 
City.  lie  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed  by  the  Mayor,  that  he 
will  honestly  keep  and  account  for  all  public  monies  and 
property  entrusted  to  his  care,  and  to  faithfully  perform  the 
duties  of  his  office. 

Sect.  2.  He  shall  collect  and  receive  all  taxes  and  pub- 
lic assessments  payable  and  receivable  within  the  limits  of 
the  City  ;  he  shall  make  the  allowance  to  all  the  payers  who 
shall  pay  their  taxes  within  the  year  for  which  they  are 
assessed,  that  is  prescribed  and  set  forth  in  the  11th  Section 
of  the  Act  passed  February  2,  1854,  entitled  "  A  Supple- 
ment to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  Incorporate  the  City  of 
Philadelphia." 

Sect.  3.  He  shall  annually  furnish  to  the  Aldermen  in 
every  Ward  a  list  of  the  personal  taxes  of  persons  resident 
therein  as  early  in  the  year  as  practicable,  and  not  later 
than  the  first  of  June,  and  the  said  Aldermen  shall  be  re- 
quired to  make  return  to  the  City  Controller  at  least  once 
in  every  week,  under  oath  or  affirmation,  of  each  item  of 
such  tax  received  by  them,  and  immediately  upon  making 
such  return,  pay  the  same  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes. 

Sect.  4.  He  shall  render  each  day  to  the  City  Controller, 
an  account,  under  oath  or  affirmation,  to  be  administered  by 
the  Controller,  of  each  item  of  his  receipts,  and  all  fees, 
and  daily  pay  the  same  into  the  City  Treasury. 

Sect.  5.  He  shall  cause  an  agent  to  attend  for  him,  at 
least  two  days  in  the  month  of  June,  and  each  succeeding 
month  of  the  year,  (in  some  central  and  suitable  place  in 
the  21st,  22d,  23d  and  24th  Wards,)  in  Germantown,  Frank- 
ford,  Manayunk,  Bustleton,  Holmesburg,  Somerton,  Heston- 
ville,  Haddington  and  Paschalville,  to  receive  the  taxes  of 
persons  residing  therein,  and  he  shall  give  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  such  attendanje,  in  at  least  two  newspa- 
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pers,  not  less  than  three  times,  one  of  which  papers  shall  be 
that  in  or  nearest  to  the  Ward  in  which  the  taxes  are  owinor. 

Sect.  6.  He  shall,  immediately  after  the  first  day  of  De- 
cember, annually,  give  general  public  notice,  in  at  least  four 
public  newspapers  of  said  City,  for  ten  days,  to  all  persons 
who  shall  have  omitted  to  pay  their  taxes,  to  pay  them  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  the  succeeding  January ;  and  that  if  the 
same  are  not  paid  at  the  latter  time,  a  warrant  will  issue  to 
collect  them  ;  and  if  any  warrant  shall  remain  unpaid  after 
the  15th  day  of  the  said  month  of  January,  he  shall  issue 
his  warrant  to  any  Constable  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
commanding  him  to  levy  such  unpaid  taxes,  with  all  charges 
legally  accrued  thereon,  of  any  goods  or  chattels,  of  any 
delinquent,  wheresoever  found,  and  to  make  sale  thereof, 
after  advertisement,  as  in  case  of  distress  for  rent ;  which 
warrant  shall  be  returnable  within  thirty  days. 

Sect.  7.  He  shall  keep  his  ofiice  open  for  the  transaction 
of  business,  daily,  from  the  hours  of  9,  A.  M.,  to  3,  P.  M., 
except  Sundays,  Fourth  of  July,  Christmas  Day,  First  of 
January,  and  such  day  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Execu- 
tive of  the  Commonwealth  as  a  day  of  Thanksgiving. 

Sect.  8.  He  shall,  together  with  the  City  Treasurer  and 
City  Commissioners,  perform  the  duties  of  a  County  Board 
of  Revision,  and  a  Board  to  hear  and  determine  the  appeals 
of  tax-payers  from  assessments. 

Sect.  9.  He  shall  have  in  this  department  the  following 
Clerks,  to  wit :  one  Chief  Clerk,  six  Assistant  Receiving 
Clerks,  and  a  Messenger,  all  of  Avhom  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Receiver,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Select  Coun- 
cil. The  said  Clerks  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  like 
manner  as  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  to  discharge  their  duties 
faithfully  ;  and  said  Clerks  to  be  removed  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  Receiver. 

Sect.  10.  He  shall  employ  such  additional  Clerks  as  he 
may  need  for  temporary  purposes  as  the  Select  Council  may 
approve. 

Sect.  11.  The  officers  named  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  following  annual  salaries,  payable  monthly  :

CHAPTER  XIV. 

A  SUPPLEiVlEISiT 

To  an  Ordinance,  ajjproved  July  lA.th,  1854,  entitled  "  An 
Ordinance  to  make  an  Appropriation  for  the  Payment  of 
certain  Claims  for  Lahor. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Ordinance  to  which  this 
is  a  Supplement,  shall  be  held  to  apply  to  the  payment  of 
claims  for  Avages,  monthly  salaries,  and  for  materials,  except 
where  the  same  have  been  furnished  by  contract,  and  of 
the  following  claims  :  The  sum  of  eight  thousand  four  hun- 
dred dollars,  for  payment  of  jurors  and  tipstaves  of  the 
several  courts  ;  for  election  expenses,  cleansing,  and  repair 
to  court-houses,  making  out  and  indexing  tax  duplicates  and 
indexing  assessors'  books  ;  the  sum  of  four  thousand  six  hun- 
dred and  forty-four  dollars  and  fifty -four  cents,  for  coal  used 
in  the  Gas  Works  belonging  to  the  late  District  of  Spring 
Garden ;  the  sum  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty 
dollars  due  to  Henry  Bickley  for  cleansing  ;  the  sum  of 
thirty -five  dollars  for  the  use  of  the  Washington  Brass  Band, 
on  the  4th  of  July  last ;  the  sum  of  nine  dollars  and  three 
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cents  due  the  Richmond  Gas  Company,  for  gas  furnished  to 
the  Market-house  in  the  District  of  Richmond.

CHAPTER  XV. 


Organizing  the  Police  Department  of  the  City  of  PJiiladel- 

2)liia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  for  purposes  of  Police  each 
ward  shall  be  a  separate  Police  District :  Provided,  That 
said  districts  may  be  altered  and  changed,  as  the  public 
service  may  require,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Mayor. 

Sect.  2.  That  there  shall  be,  at  such  places  as  shall  be 
designated  by  the  iNIayor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
Committee  on  Police,  a  Station-House,  for  the  use  of  the 
Police,  and  for  the  temporary  detention  of  persons  arrested 
or  charged  with  oifences  against  the  laAvs  ;  and  at  each  Sta- 
tion-House there  shall  be  one  Turnkey,  to  be  a.ppointed  by 
the  Mayor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Select 
Council. 

^ECT.  3.  The  Mayor  shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Select  Council,  appoint  for  each 
Police  District,  a  Lieutenant  and  two  Sergeants,  whose 
duties  shall  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  the  Mayor,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  Councils. 
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Sect.  4.  The  Executive  Police  Force  and  Watchmen  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  exclusive  of  officers,  shall  be  820 
men,  and  they  shall  be  distributed  among  the  respective 
police  districts  as  the  Mayor  shall  from  time  to  time  direct. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  Mayor  shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Select  Council,  appoint  out  of 
the  number  of  police,  eight  officers,  to  be  known  as  High 
Constables,  to  be  in  attendance  at  the  Mayor's  or  Marshal's 
office,  as  the  Mayor  may  direct ;  and,  also,  four  Special 
Officers  and  two  Messengers  for  attendance  at  the  Mayor's 
office. 

Sect.  6.  The  Mayor  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  the 
duties  of  the  various  officers  to  be  appointed  under  this  Or- 
dinance, and  to  make  all  police  rules  and  regulations,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sect.  7.  There  shall  be  elected  by  Councils,  in  joint  meet- 
ing, one  Alderuian  to  be  a  Police  or  Committino;  Mao;istrate, 
in  each  Ward,  except  the  First  and  Twenty-fourth  Wards, 
which  shall  have  each  two  magistrates. 

Sect.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Police  Magistrates, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Mayor,  to  attend  at  their  respec- 
tive Station-Houses  daily,  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  and 
disposing  of  the  prisoners  there  detained. 

Sect.  9.  That  a  docket  of  such  cases  as  may  be  thus 
heard,  shall  be  kept  by  the  said  magistrates  at  the  Station- 
Houses,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  magistrates  to 
make  return  of  all  cases  in  which  any  person  or  persons  may 
be  there  held  to  answer,  weekly,  to  the  District  Attorney. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Lieutenant,  or  one  of  the 
two  Sergeants,  to  attend  at  such  hearings  at  the  Station- 
Houses,  and  to  deliver  to  the  District  Attorney  the  said 
returns. 

Sect.  10.  The  annual  salaries  of  the  officers  in  this  de- 
partment shall  be  as  follows,  payable  monthly  : 

The  Sergeants,       ....         §600  each. 
The  Policemen,  ....       500     " 

The  Turnkeys,        ....  450     " 

The  High  Constables,  -         .         .       700     " 

The  Special  Officers,       ...  600     " 

The  Messengers,         ....       500     " 
The  Police  Magistrates, ...  500     " 
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Sect.  11.  That  should  any  Police  officer  or  officers  receive 
any  gift  or  reward  for  any  police  duty  performed  by  him  or 
them,  or  should  any  member  of  the  Police  engage  in  any 
other  business  whatsoever,  he  or  they  shall,  upon  due  proof 
thereof,  be  at  once  discharged  from  the  service,  and  any 
officer  so  oifending  shall  not  be  eligible  for  re-appointment 
for  one  year  thereafter. 

Sect.  12.  That  so  much  of  any  and  all  former  Ordinances 
as  are  altered  or  supplied  by  the  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  XVI. 

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  provide  for  the  issue  of  Certificates  of  Debt  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  City  Treasurer  be,  and 
he  is  hereby  directed  to  cancel  so  much  of  the  certificates 
of  loan  of  the  following  named  Corporations,  owned  and  held 
as  part  of  their  respective  sinking  funds,  by  the  Commission- 
ers of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  County  of  Philadelphia,  by 
the  late  Corporations  of  the  Guardians  for  the  relief  and 
employment  of  the  poor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the 
District  of  Sonthwark.  and  the  Townships  of  the  Northern 
Liberties  and  Penn,  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Citizens  of 
Philadelphia,  the  Commissioners  and  inhabitants  of  the  Dis- 
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trict  of  Soutliwark,  the  Commissioners  and  inhabitants  of  the 
District  of  Moyamensing,  the  Commissioners  and  inhabitants 
of  the  District  of  Kensington,  the  Commissioners  and  inhabi- 
tants of  the  Incorporated  District  of  the  Northern  Liberties, 
the  Commissioners  and  inhabitants  of  the  District  of  Spring 
Garden,  the  Commissioners  and  inhabitants  of  Richmond,  in 
the  County  of  Philadelphia,  the  District  of  West  Philadel- 
phia, and  of  Belmont,  the  Borough  of  Whitehall,  Manayunk, 
Germantown,  Aramingo  and  Frankford,  the  Commissioners 
and  inhabitants  of  the  District  of  Penn,  the  Board  of  Health, 
and  the  Board  of  Controllers  of  the  Public  Schools ;  and  he 
shall  report  to  Councils  the  amount  so  cancelled,  with  the 
particulars  of  the  number,  date,  rate  of  interest,  and  re- 
spective amounts  of  the  cancelled  certificates. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  funded  debts  of  the  County  of  Philar 
delphia,  and  of  the  Corporations  above-mentioned,  shall  be 
hereafter  known  by  the  name  of  the  debt  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  without  any  other  description  or  designation. 

Sect,  3.  That  upon  the  presentation  and  delivery  to  the 
City  Treasurer,  of  certificates  of  debt  of  any  of  the  said 
Corporations,  the  said  Treasurer  shall  deliver  to  the  holder 
thereof,  or  his  assigns,  a  certificate  of  the  following  form  and 
descrijjtion :

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CHAPTER  XXVI. 


To  provide  for  the  care  and  management  of  the  Trusts  vested 
in  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  except  the 
Crirard  Trust. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Comicils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Wills'  Hospital  shall  be 
managed  by  a  Board  of  Managers  to  be  elected  by  Councils ; 
one-half  by  each  Council. 

Sect.  2.  The  persons  who  are  now  the  managers  of  said 
Hospital  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  expiration  of  their 
respective  terms  of  service,  and  be  apportioned  to  the  re- 
spective Councils  as  follows ;  John  ]Mc Allister,  Dilwin  Par- 
rish  and  John  Thomason  to  Select  Council ;  Charles  Ellis, 
Robert  Kelton,  and  Alexander  L.  Hodgson  to  Common 
Council,  Avhose  terms  of  service  expire  in  November,  1854: 
Job  R.  Tyson,  Jacob  Thomas,  and  Joel  Atkinson,  to  Select 
Council ;  J.  Rodman  Paul,  Andrew  M.  Jones,  and  Benjamin 
Gaslcill,  to  Common  Council,  whose  terms  of  service  expire 
in  November,  1855.  James  Allen,  Thomas  Gr.  Conner,  and 
George  A.  Bergin,  to  Select  Council ;  Franklin  Piatt,  Isaac 
Elliott,  and  Samuel  Caley,  to  Common  Council,  whose  terms 
of  service  expire  in  November,  1856. 

Sect.  3.  At  the  last  stated  meeting  in  November  in  each 
year,  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  shall  each  elect  three 
persons,  citizens  of  Philadelphia,  not  members  of  either 
Councils,  to  serve  as  managers  of  said  Hospital  for  the  term 
of  three  years  next  ensuing,  and  to  supply  the  place  of  those 
whose  term  of  service  shall  have  expired ;  and  any  vacancy 
which  shall  occur  in  the  said  Board  shall  be  supplied  by  a 
special  election  by  the  Council  by  which  such  member  was 
elected,  to  be  held  as  early  as  convenient  after  such  vacancy 
is  knoAvn  to  exist. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  Board  of  Managers  shall  direct  and 
manage  the  said  Hospital  in  conformity  to  the  will  of  the 
late  James  Wills,  and  as  directed  by  an  ordinance  of  the 
Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the   Corporation  of  the

Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  passed  the 
26th  of  September,  1838,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  relative 
to  the  management  of  the  Wills'  Hospital,"  except  so  much 
thereof  as  requires  that  their  accounts  shall  be  audited  by  a 
Committee  of  Councils ;  and  the  said  Board  of  Managers 
shall  have,  possess,  and  exercise  all  the  powers  and  authority 
which  by  the  said  Ordinance  is  conferred  on  the  managers 
therein  mentioned. 

Sect.  5.  All  warrants  for  the  payment  of  money  for  any 
purpose  connected  with  the  management  of  said  Hospital 
shall  be  in  the  following  form,  and  signed  by  the  President 
of  the  said  Board,  and  at  the  foot  thereof  the  Secretary  of 
such  Board  shall  certify  that  the  same  was  authorized  to  be 
issued  by  the  Board  at  a  stated  or  special  meeting  thereof, 
namely :

Every  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  bill,  which  shall  specify  the  items 
which  compose  the  sum  for  which  the  same  was  issued ;  it 
shall  be  signed  by  the  person  in  whose  favor  the  Avarrant  is 
drawn,  and  be  deposited  with  the  Controller,  and  filed  by 
him. 
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Sect.  T.  Whenever  such  warrant  shall  issue,  the  proper 
officer  shall,  at  the  time  of  such  issue,  take  and  keep  a  re- 
ceipt for  the  same,  which  shall  specify  the  number,  date, 
amount,  and  the  services  or  supplies  for  payment  of  which 
it  was  delivered. 

Sect.  8.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  shall,  on  the 
passage  hereof,  and  annually  thereafter,  in  the  month  of 
September,  and  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur,  by  death, 
resignation  or  otherwise,  elect  by  viva  voce  vote,  m  joint 
meeting,  a  Superintendent  of  Trusts ;  he  shall  hold  his  office 
mitil  his  successor  be  chosen,  unless  sooner  removed  by  a 
resolution  of  Councils  ;  and  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  his  said  office,  he  shall  give  bond  with  two  or  more  sure- 
ties, to  be  approved  by  Councils,  to  the  Corporation  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his 
office,  as  the  same  are  or  may  be  defined  by  the  Ordinances 
of  the  City. 

Sect.  9.  He  shall  perform  the  following  duties  respecting 
the  trusts  vested  in  the  Corporation,  except  the  Girard 
Trust  and  such  others  in  relation  thereto  as  Councils  may 
from  time  to  time  prescribe :  1.  He  shall  make  the  loans 
out  of  the  fund  bequeathed  to  the  Corporation,  of  the  Mayor, 
Aldermen  and  Citizens,  by  the  late  Dr.  Franklin  and  John 
Scott,  of  Edinburg,  to  such  young  married  artificers  under 
the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  residing  within  the  territorial 
limits  of  the  said  late  Corporation  before  mentioned,  as  shall 
apply  therefor,  in  the  manner  and  upon  the  terms  set  forth 
in  the  said  bequests ;  but  no  such  loan  shall  be  made  by 
him,  unless  he  is  satisfied  that  the  real  estate  of  the  sureties 
of  such  proposed  borrower  is  free  from  incumbrances,  and 
of  sufficient  value  to  repay  the  amount  of  such  loan ;  the 
names  and  residences  of  such  siireties,  and  also  of  the  bor- 
rower, he  shall  in  all  cases  report  to  Councils  for  approval. 
2.  He  shall  collect  and  receive  all  instalments  due  and  to 
grow  due  upon  the  loans  to  be  made  by  him  by  authority 
hereof,  and  upon  those  now  existing.  3.  He  shall,  at  such 
time,  during  the  months  of  March  and  August,  amiually,  as 
the  Committee  on  Trusts  may  appoint,  and  under  their 
supervision  purchase  or  contract  for,  at  the  lowest  price  he 
c^n  obtain,  such  quantity  of  wood  and  coal  as  can  be  pur- 
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chased  by  the  income  on  hand,  arising  from  the  bequests 
made  to  the  aforesaid  Corporation  by  Elizabeth  Kirkpatiick, 
John  Bleakley  and  Stephen  Girard,  for  the  purchase  and 
distribution  of  fuel  among  the  poor,  and  from  the  trust 
created  by  the  Free  Mason's  Lodge,  and  certain  individuals 
for  the  same  purpose.  And  it  shall  be  his  duty,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  said  committee,  to  distribute  the  said  fuel 
at  the  times,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  persons  specified  and 
set  forth  by  the  said  testators  and  donors.  4.  He  shall, 
under  the  suj^ervision  of  the  Committee  on  Trusts,  distribute 
the  premiums  "  among  ingenious  men  and  women  who  make 
useful  invention,"  as  provided  m  the  bequests  ot  John  Scott, 
of  Edinburg  :  but  no  premiums  shall  exceed  the  sum  of 
twenty  dollars  ;  and  upon  the  gift  of  any  such  premium  he 
shall  deliver  such  medal  as  is  described  by  the  said  testator : 
but  he  shall  not  distribute  such  premium  or  medal  but  to 
such  persons  as  the  Franklin  Institute  shall  report  as  being 
the  author  of  useful  inventions,  within  the  terms  of  said  be- 
quest. 5.  Pie  shall  collect  the  ground  rent  devised  to  the 
said  Corporation  by  the  late  Samuel  Scottin,  and  to  the 
amount  of  the  proceeds,  purchase  bread,  and  annually  dis- 
tribute the  same  among  the  poor  of  the  former  City  of 
Philadelphia  and  the  District  of  Southwark,  at  the  times 
and  upon  the  conditions  set  forth  by  the  said  testator.  6. 
He  shall  collect  the  rent  devised  to  the  said  Corporation  by 
the  late  Paul  Beck,  and  draw  his  warrant  for  the  payment 
of  the  same  to  the  Soup  Societies  established  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  as  directed  by  the  said  testator.  7.  Wherever 
any  Trust  Fund  is  vested  in  the  Corporation,  for  the  purpose 
of  paying  the  proceeds  thereof  to  any  cestui  que  trust,  he 
shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  City  Treasurer  for  the  pay- 
ment thereof,  in  favor  of  such  cestui  que  trust,  at  the  times 
when  the  same  may  be  payable  by  the  terms  of  the  trust  or 
operation  of  law.  8.  He  shall  have  the  charge  of  the  lands 
in  Centre  County,  devised  to  the  said  Corporation  by  the 
late  Elias  Boudinot :  he  shall  take  care  that  the  taxes  are 
paid  so  as  to  prevent  a  sale  of  said  lands  for  the  non-pay- 
ment thereof,  and  he  shall  make  such  occasional  personal 
examinations  of  the  lands  as  the  Committee  on  Trusts  may 
require.  9.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  real  estate  devised 
to  the  late  Corporation  of  the  Commissioners  and  Inhabitants 
of  the  District  of  Southwark,  by  Thomas  D.  Grover:  he 
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shall  rent  the  same  whenever  any  part  shall  be  vacant,  take 
all  necessary  and  proper  measures  for  its  preservation  and 
repair,  and  for  the  recovery  and  collection  of  the  rents 
accruing  thereon  ;  and  he  shall  collect  the  income  from  the 
personal  property  bequeathed  as  aforesaid,  and  report  to 
the  Committee  on  Trusts  Avhen  any  of  the  unimproved  real 
estate  so  devised  has  become  saleable  for  building  lots. 

Sect.  10.  The  annuities  which  are  charged  upon  the 
devise  made  to  the  late  Corporation  of  the  Commissioners 
and  Inhabitants  of  the  District  of  Southwark,  by  Thomas  D. 
Grover,  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  Treasurer  upon  warrants 
drawn  by  the  said  Superintendent. 

Sect.  11.  Warrants  for  the  payment  of  monies,  the  in- 
come of  the  said  trust  estates,  for  any  of  the  purposes  here- 
in authorized,  or  for  such  purposes  connected  with  or  relating 
to  said  trusts  as  Councils  may  at  any  time  authorize,  shall 
be  drawn  by  the  said  Superintendent,  and  be  in  the  following 
form,  namely  :

Sect.  13.  He  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Committee  on 
Trusts,  the  amount  received  and  expended  by  him  for  and 
on  account  of  the  Trusts  in  his  care,  and  of  the  amount  to 
the  credit  of  the  different  Trusts,  and  he  shall  annually,  in 
the  month  of  January,  report  to  Councils  a  like  statement 
of  his  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  the  amount  in  the 
Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  trusts  in  his  charge,  together 
with  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  appropriations  necessary 
to  be  made  from  said  trusts  for  the  expenses  thereof  and  for 
carrying  the  same  into  effect. 

Sect.  14.  The  said  Superintendent  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  payable  quarterly;

in  such  proportions  as  Councils  shall  fix  in  the  annual  ordi- 
nance, whereby  the  appropriations  are  made  for  the  service 
of  the  city.

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CHAPTER  XXVII. 

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  Establish  and  Organize  the  Department  of  City 
Property. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Select  and  Common 
Councils  shall,  on  the  passage  hereof,  and  annually  there- 
after, at  their  first  meeting  in  the  month  of  July,  and  when- 
ever a  vacany  shall  occur  by  death,  resignation,  or  other- 
wise, elect  by  viva  voce  vote  in  joint  meeting,  a  Commissioner 
of  City  property  ;  he  shall  hold  his  office  until  his  successor 
be  chosen  and  duly  qualified,  unless  sooner  removed  by  a 
resolution  of  Councils. 

Sect.  2.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  he 
shall  give  bond,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  to  be  approved 
by  Councils,  to  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  as  the  same  are 
hereby  or  shall  be  defined  by  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  ;  and  he  shall  take  and  subscribe  before  the 
Mayor,  the  following  oath  or  affirmation :  "  I  do  solemnly 
swear  (or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be)  that  I  will  support  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution  and 
Laws  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  that  I  will  faithfully 
perform  the  duties  of  the  Office  of  Commissioner  of  City 
Property  to  the  best  of  my  ability." 

Sect.  3.  He  shall  be  the  head  of  the  Department  of  City 
Property.  He  shall  be  charged  with  the  renting  and  col- 
lecting the  rents  of  all  the  real  estate  belonging  to  the 
Corporation  in  its  own  right,  including  therein  the  revenue 
from  the  Tobacco  Warehouse  ;  and  he  shall  be  charged  with 
the  care  of  the  same,  except  that  part  of  the  Real  Estate 
•which  is  used  for  Police  and  County  Purposes. 

Sect.  4.  He  shall  prepare  and  keep  a  rent  roll  of  the 
said  property,  and  quarterly  furnish  a  copy  of  the  same  to 
the  Committee  on  City  Property  and  to  the  Controller.    He 
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shall  cause  to  be  kept  in  his  department  such  books  of  ac- 
count as  will  exhibit  the  fiscal  affairs  thereof  in  an  intelli- 
gible manner :  he  shall  open  accounts  with  each  item  of 
appropriation  made  by  Councils  for  the  use  of  his  depart- 
ment, wherein  he  shall  credit  the  sum  appropriated,  and 
debit  it  with  the  amount  of  each  warrant  drawn  against  it. 

Sect.  5.  There  shall  be  in  this  department  the  following 
officers,  who  shall  be  nominated,  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Select  Council,  appointed  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  City  Property,  and  they  may  be  removed  by  him, 
and  he  shall  require  from  them  security  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  their  duties,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Committee  : 

1st.  The  Collector  of  the  City  rental. 

2d.  The  Collector  of  Revenue  of  the  Tobacco  Ware- 
house. 

3d.  A  Superintendent  in  each  of  the  Public  Squares  and 
Parks. 

4th.  The  Inspector  of  Tobacco. 

5th.  The  City  Carpenter. 

6th.  The  Superintendent  of  Independence  Hall. 

7th.  The  Superintendent  of  Spring  Garden  Hall. 

8th.  The  Superintendent  of  City  Burial  Ground. 

9th.  Two  Watchmen  for  the  Wire  Bridge,  near  Fair- 
mount. 

10th.  Three  Watchmen  for  the  Steeple  on  Independence 
Hall,  and  one  Messenger  for  the  department. 

11th,  Three  Watchmen  of  the  City  Buildings  on  Chest- 
nut Street. 

Sect.  6.  The  Collector  of  City  Rental  shall,  under  the 
direction  of  the  head  of  the  department,  and  as  his  agent, 
collect  the  rents  due  to  the  Corporation,  for  the  use  of  the 
said  Real  Estate,  and  shall  have  the  oversight  and  superin- 
tendence of  the  construction,  repair,  and  improvement  of 
the  same,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Committee. 

Sect.  7.  The  Collector  of  the  Revenue  of  the  Tobacco 
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Warehouse  shall,  under  the  like  direction,  collect  all  monies 
receivable  on  the  inspection  and  storage  of  Tobacco,  and 
shall  superintend  the  care  of  the  Tobacco  Warehouse. 

Sect.  8.  The  Superintendent  of  each  of  the  Public 
Squares,  and  Parks,  and  City  Burial  Ground,  shall  perforin 
such  duties  as  shall  be  defined  by  the  Commissioner  of  City 
Property. 

Sect.  9.  The  Inspector  of  Tobacco  shall  inspect  all  the 
tobacco  brought  to  the  Tobacco  Warehouse  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  shall  employ  such  laborers  in  the  said  warehouse 
as  Councils  may  authorize. 

Sect.  10.  The  Watchmen  for  the  Wire  Bridge,  near  Fair- 
mount,  shall  perform  their  duties  as  the  same  may  be  speci- 
fied by  the  head  of  the  department. 

Sect.  11.  The  Watchmen  for  the  Steeple  on  Independence 
Hall  shall  perform  such  duties  thereat,  as  the  said  Commis- 
sioner shall  direct ;  but  he  shall  require  that  one  thereof 
shall  be  constantly  in  the  Steeple  to  ascertain  the  existence 
of  fires,  and  to  give  the  alarm  thereof. 

The  duties  of  the  Superintendent  of  Independence  Hall, 
shall  be  to  take  charge  of,  and  keep  open  the  Hall,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Commissioner  on  City  Property,  from 
8  o'clock,  A.M.,  to  6  o'clock,  P.  M.,  from  May  1st  to  Oc- 
tober 1st ;  and  from  9  o'clock,  A.  M.,  to  four  o'clock,  P.  M., 
during  the  remainder  of  the  year.  The  Superintendent  of 
Spring  Garden  Hall  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be 
specified  by  the  head  of  the  department  of  City  Property. 
The  Watchmen  of  the  City  buildings  on  Chestnut  street 
shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  head 
of  the  department. 

Sect.  12.  The  said  Commissioner  shall,  at  least  twice  in 
each  week,  make  return  to  the  City  Controller,  under  oath 
or  affirmation,  to  be  administered  by  the  Controller,  of  each 
item  of  the  monies  received  by  his  department  for  the  Cor- 
poration ;  and  immediately  after  making  such  return,  pay 
the  same  to  the  City  Treasurer.  And  all  bills  for  materials, 
and  all  claims  against  the  department,  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  Commissioner  on  City  Property  for  inspection,  before 
warrants  are  drawn  for  their  payment. 
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Sect.  13.  Warrants  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the 
Officers  of  this  department,  and  for  the  payment  of  debts 
contracted  therefor,  by  authority  of  Councils,  shall  be  drawn 
by  the  Commissioner  of  City  Property  ;  and  every  warrant 
shall  be  in  the  following  form  :

The  said  Commissioner  shall,  within  sixty  days 
after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  and  annually  hereafter, 
in  the  month  of  January,  report  to  the  Controller  an  esti- 
mate of  the  amount  required  for  the  business  of  his  depart- 
ment for  the  current  fiscal  year,  the  items  of  such  expense, 
and  the  estimated  rental  for  the  coming  year ;  he  shall  at 
the  same  time  report  to  Councils  in  detail  the  reeeipts  and 
disbursements  of  his  department  during  the  past  fiscal  year. 
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Sect.  16.  He  shall  exliibit  the  books  and  papers  of  his

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CHAPTER  XXVIII. 

AN  ORDINANCE 

EstablisJiing  the  department  of  Highways,  Bridges^  Sewers 
and  Cleansing  of  the  City. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  head  of  this  department 
shall  be  called  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  The 
department  shall  have  charge  of  the  execution  of  all  ordi- 
nances of  Councils  relating  to  the  purchase  of  materials 
necessary  for  the  grading,  paving,  repairing  and  cleansing 
the  public  highways,  building  and  repairing  of  bridges  and 
the  construction  and  repair  of  sewers,  subject  to,  and  in  con- 
formity with  the  plans  and  specifications  of  the  City  Sur- 
veyors. He  shall  make  specific  reports  to  the  Committee 
on  Highways  on  all  branches  of  this  department,  in  such 
manner  and  at  such  times  as  said  committee  may  direct ;  and 
perform  all  the  duties  herein  mentioned. 

Sect.  2.  The  immediate  superintendence  of  grading, 
paving  and  repairing  the  public  highways,  the  building  and 
repairing  of  bridges,  and  construction  and  repair  of  sewers, 
shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Commissioner  of  Highways  within 
whose  District  the  same  is  directed  to  be  performed.  It 
shall  be  his  duty  to  visit  all  parts  of  his  District,  and  inform 
himself  of  the  necessity  of  such  repairs  and  new  works  as 
the  proper  improvement  of  his  District  may  require  ;  to  con- 
sider of  the  best  plan  and  means  of  effecting  the  same  ;  to 
collect  the  necessary  information  upon  which  the  specifica- 
tions in  any  contract  may  be  based,  together  with  the  pro- 
bable cost  of  any  proposed  work,  and  report  the  same  to 
the  Chief  Commissioner,  who  shall,  if  he  approve  thereof, 
transmit  the  same  to  the  Committee  on  Highways. 

Sect.  3.  The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Select  Council,  ap- 
point one  Clerk  and  a  Messenger.  The  said  Clerk  shall  be 
called  the  License  Clerk,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Highways,  to  issue  all 
licenses  for  omnibusses,  hackney  coaches,  cabs,  carts,  drays 
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and  other  vehicles,  and  building  and  other  permits ;  he  shall 
receive  the  fees  charged  for  such  licenses,  for  the  use  of  the 
city,  and  pay  the  same  over  daily  to  the  Chief  Commissioner. 

Sect.  4.  For  the  proper  division  of  the  duties  of  this  de- 
partment there  shall  be  six  Commissioners  of  Highways 
appointed,  who  shall  act  under  the  direction  of  the  head  of 
the  department. 

Sect.  5.  There  shall  be  the  following  Supervisors  of 
Streets  and  Roads,  to  wit :

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Sect.  6.  Where  more  than  one  Supervisor  is  provided  in 
any  Ward,  the  Commissioners  of  Highways  shall  assign  from 
time  to  time  to  the  Supervisors,  the  bounds  within  which 
they  shall  perform  their  duties. 

Sect.  7.  The  Supervisors  shall  personally  superintend, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioners  of  Highways,  the 
execution  of  the  work,  and  have  charge  of  the  laborers  within 
their  bounds.  They  shall  keep  correct  accounts  of  the  time 
of  the  men  employed,  and  of  the  materials  furnished  and 
used  in  the  work,  and  they  shall  make  weekly  returns  of  the 
same  to  the  Commissioners  of  Highways,  and  a  quarterly 
statement  of  all  materials  and  property  on  hand  shall  be 
furnished  in  like  manner. 

Sect.  8.  The  Supervisor  shall  inspect  and  report,  once 
every  week,  to  the  Commissioner,  the  manner  in  which  the 
cleansing  of  streets  within  their  several  bounds  is  attended 
to,  and  remove  all  nuisances  within  his  bounds,  and  report 
all  violations  of  ordinances  relating  to  this  department. 

Sect.  9.  The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  give 
bonds,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  in  the  sum  of  $4,000. 
The  Commissioners  of  Highways  in  the  sum  of  $1,000  each, 
with  two  sureties  ;  the  License  Clerk,  $2,000,  with  two 
sureties  ;  and  each  Supervisor  to  give  security  in  the  sum 
of  $500,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices,  as  the  same  are  or  shall  be  defined  by  the 
Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  that  the  sure- 
ties required  by  this  Ordinance  be  submitted  to  the  Select 
and  Common  Councils  for  approval. 

Sect.  10.  The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  and  the 
Commissioners  of  Highways  shall,  on  the  passage  hereof, 
and  annually  thereafter,  in  the  month  of  July,  or  whenever 
a  vacancy  may  occur,  be  elected  by  the  Select  and  Common 
Councils  in  joint  meeting,  and  by  viva  voce  vote. 

Sect.  11.  At  the  time  of  electing  the  Commissioners  of 
Highways,  the  Councilmen  for  the  respective  Wards  shall 
nominate  to  the  Mayor,  for  appointment  therefrom,  three 
times  the  number  of  Supervisors  provided  for  in  this  Ordi- 
nance for  the  respective  District ;  and  whenever  a  vacancy 
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shall  occur  in  the  office  of  Supervisor,  the  Councilmen  from 
the  District  in  which  the  vacancy  shall  occur,  shall  nominate 
three  times  the  number  of  persons  necessary  to  fill  the 
vacancy. 

Sect.  12.  There  shall  be  in  this  department  a  Superin- 
tendent of  City  Railroads,  -who  shall  be  elected  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  Commissioners  of  Highways.  He  shall  col- 
lect all  tolls  due  on  the  City  Railroads,  and  superintend  the 
business  and  repairs  of  the  same  ;  he  shall  make  a  report  to 
the  Committee  on  Highways,  on  the  management  and  con- 
dition of  the  roads  under  his  charge,  whenever  required. 
He  shall  give  bonds,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  in  the  sum 
of  $4,000,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty,  and  shall 
pay  weekly  to  the  City  Treasurer  the  amount  of  money  in 
his  hands.  There  shall  be  four  watchmen  on  the  Permanent 
Bridge,  who  shall  be  under  the  Superintendent  of  City 
Railroads,  and  all  repairs  to  said  bridge  shall  be  under  his 
charge,  subject  to  the  Committee  on  Highways. 

Sect.  13.  The  Chief  Commissioner  shall,  at  least  twice  in 
each  week,  make  return  to  the  City  Controller,  under  oath 
or  affirmation,  to  be  administered  by  the  Controller,  of  each 
item  of  the  monies  received  by  him,  for  the  Corporation, 
and  immediately  after  making  such  return  pay  the  same  to 
the  City  Treasurer. 

And  all  bills  for  materials,  and  all  claims  against  the  de- 
partment, shall  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Public 
Highways  for  inspection,  before  warrants  are  drawn  for 
their  payment. 

Sect.  14.  Warrants  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the 
Officers  of  this  Department,  and  for  the  payment  of  all  debts 
contracted  therefor  by  authority  of  Councils,  shall  be  drawn 
by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  and  every  warrant 
shall  be  in  the  following  form;

expense ;  he  shall  at  the  same  time  report  to  Councils,  in 
detail,  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  his  department, 
during  the  past  fiscal  year. 

Sect.  17.  He  shall  exhibit  the  books  and  papers  of  his 
Department  to  the  Mayor,  the  Controller,  and  the  Commit- 
tees of  Councils,  at  all  reasonable  times,  when  required,  and 
he  shall,  in  addition  to  the  duties  herein  imposed  on  him, 
perform  such  other  duties  as  Councils  shall  hereafter  ordain 
and  direct.  The  ofiice  of  this  department  shall  be  kept  open 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  from  9  o'clock,  A.  M.,  until 
5  o'clock,  P.  M.,  daily,  except  Sundays,  the  Fourth  of  July, 
Christmas  Day,  the  First  of  January,  and  such  day  as  the 
Executive  of  the  Commonwealth  may  appoint  as  a  day  of 
General  Thanksgiving.

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CHAPTER  XXXI. 


Establishing  the  Lmv  DepaHment  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  there  shall  be  an  office  es- 
tablished in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  which  shall  be  called 
and  styled.  The  Law  Office  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in 
which  shall  be  deposited  and  preserved  all  patents,  deeds, 
wills,  leases,  mortgages,  and  other  assurances  of  title,  together 
with  all  contracts,  bonds,  notes,  official  bonds,  books  and  other 
evidences  of  debt,  belonging  to  said  City,  and  all  other  papers 
which  the  City  Councils  may  direct. 

Sect.  2.  The  Law  Office  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall 
be  under  the  superintendence,  direction  and  control  of  the 
City  Solicitor ;  he  shall  give  bond  to  the  Corporation,  with 
two  or  more  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Select  Council, 
in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  as  the  same  are 
or  shall  be  defined  by  any  Act  of  Assembly  or  Ordinance 
of  the  City. 

Sect.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Solicitor  to  pre- 
pare all  bonds,  obligations,  contracts,  leases,  conveyances, 
and  assurances,  which  may  be  required  of  him  by  any  Ordi- 
nance of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia ;  to 
commence  and  prosecute  all  and  every  suit  and  suits,  action 
and  actions  brought  and  to  be  brought  by  the  Corporation 
for  or  on  accountof  any  of  the  estate,  rights,  trusts,  privileges, 
claims  or  demands  of  the  same,  as  well  as  to  defend  all 
actions  or  suits  brought  or  to  be  brought  against  the  said 
Corporation  or  any  officer  thereof,  wherein  or  Avhereby  any 
of  the  estates,  rights,  privileges,  trusts,  ordinances  or  acts 
of  this  Corporation,  or  any  branch  thereof,  may  be  brought 
in  question  before  any  Court  in  this  Commonwealth ;  and 
shall  do  all  and  every  professional  act  incident  to  the  office, 
which  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Mayor  of  the  said  City, 
or  by  any  Committee  of  the  Select  or  Common  Councils,  or 
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by  any  ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  said  Councils,  or  either 
of  them ;  and  shall,  when  required,  furnish  the  said  Councils 
or  Committees  thereof,  and  the  Mayor,  with  his  written 
opinion  ou  any  subject  which  may  be  submitted  by  them. 
He  shall  perform  all  the  duties  now  enjoined  by  law  or  ordi- 
nance upon  the  Solicitors  of  the  various  Districts,  munici- 
palities, corporations  and  bodies,  including  the  Board  of 
Health,  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  Prison  Inspectors  and  Con- 
trollers of  the  Public  Schools,  which  are  superseded  by  the 
act  entitled  "  A  Further  Supplement  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act 
to  Incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  or  whose  estates  have 
been  thereby  vested  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia ;  Provided^ 
however,  that  all  costs,  fees,  perquisites,  and  emoluments, 
receivable  or  received  by  the  City  Solicitor  by  virtue  of  his 
oflfice,  or  as  attorney-at-law,  in  all  actions  or  suits  in  which 
he  shall  appear  as  Attorney  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  for 
any  matter  connected  therewith,  shall  be  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury,  in  like  manner  as  other  monies  received  by  him, 
for  the  use  of  the  City. 

Sect.  4.  The  City  Solicitor  shall  at  least  once  in  every 
week  make  a  return  to  the  City  Controller,  under  oath  or 
affirmation,  of  each  item  of  monies  received  by  or  through 
him  or  his  assistants  by  virtue  of  his  office,  or  for  any  matter 
connected  therewith,  and  immediately  upon  making  such 
return,  pay  the  amount  in  his  hands  to  the  City  Treasurer.

exercise  general  control  and  oversight  overall  the  officers  con- 
nected therewith,  and  assign  and  direct  their  duties  so  as  to 
carry  on  the  details  of  the  works  ;  he  shall  attend  to  the 
direction  of  all  new  works,  now  or  hereafter  to  be  constructed. 

Sect.  3.  He  shall  take  immediate  measures  for  the 
repair  of  any  damage  which  may  happen  to  the  machinery 
or  fixtures  connected  therewith. 

Sect.  4.  He  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  Councils  of 
the  condition  of  the  works  under  his  care,  and  if  any,  and 
what  extensions  are  necessary. 

Sect.  5.  He  shall  prepare  all  plans  of  construction,  make 
all  necessary  estimates  connected  with  the  works  whether 
for  construction  or  repairs,  certify  all  accounts,  bills  and 
contracts  for  materials  purchased  or  labor  performed  under 
his  direction ;  shall  notify  Councils  or  their  committee,  of 
all  breaches  of  contract,  and  supervise  and  arrange  all  con- 
tracts for  labor  to  be  performed  or  material  to  be  purchased, 
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and  for  the  purchase  or  laying  down  such  mains,  pipes  and 
fixtures  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  directed  by  Councils. 

Sect.  6.  In  this  Department  shall  be  four  Water  Purveyors. 
The  Water  Purveyors  to  have  immediate  charge  of  all  the 
mains,  pipes,  stop-cocks,  fire-plugs  and  other  fixtures  apper- 
taining to  the  distribution  of  the  water  through  the  city,  and 
to  personally  attend  to  the  laying  of  new  pipes  as  well  as 
the  repairs  of  the  pipes,  fire-plugs  and  other  fixtures  that 
may  require  if^  to  attend  to  the  drilling  of  the  pipes  for 
making  attachments,  shutting  off  the  pipes  for  repairs  on 
account  of  leaks,  and  shut  off  the  Avater,  and  cut  off  such 
pipes  as  may  be  directed,  on  premises  on  wdiich  the  water 
rent  has  not  been  paid  ;  to  keep  an  account  of  all  new  pipes 
laid  and  repairs  made,  and  all  materials  used  for  the  same, 
under  his  charge  ;  shall  have  charge  of  the  pipe  yards  and 
repair  shop,  and  attend  to  the  receipt  of  all  new  pipes  and 
fixtures  that  may  be  delivered  by  contract  or  otherAvise,  and 
see  that  a  proper  stock  of  articles,  to  guard  against  accidents, 
shall  be  kept  on  hand,  and  report  to  the  Chief  of  the  Depart- 
ment any  deficiency  that  may  exist  therein ;  to  report  at 
such  times  as  may  be  required,  all  the  work  and  labor  per- 
formed, and  materials  required  for  new  work,  make  out  the 
time  list  of  all  the  men  employed  under  him,  shall  attend  to 
the  check  of  all  undue  waste  of  water  from  leaks,  careless- 
ness or  other  causes,  and  report  any  infringements  of  the 
ordinances  provided  for  that  purpose  to  the  Chief  of  the 
Department,  and  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to 
them  by  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Sect.  7.  There  shall  be  three  engine-men  for  the  works 
at  Fairmount ;  two  engineers  for  each  of  the  steam  water 
works,  and  as  many  firemen  and  watchmen  at  the  reservoirs 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  management  thereof, 
which  said  ofiicers  shall  perform  such  duties,  and  at  such 
times  as  the  Chief  Engineer  may  direct. 

Sect.  8.  There  shall  also  be  in  this  department : 

1st.  A  Register  of  Water  Rents. 

2d.  One  General  Clerk. 

3d.  Three  Permit  Clerks. 

4th.  Four  Inspectors. 

5th.  One  Messenger. 
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Sect.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Register  to  make  all 
assessments  of  water  rents  in  manufacturing  and  other  esta- 
blishments where  large  quantities  are  used,  to  receive  all 
water  rents,  and  make  return  in  writing  under  oath  or  affir- 
mation of  the  amount  collected  to  the  Controller,  and  pay 
the  same  to  the  City  Treasurer  daily  ;  he  shall  give  bond 
with  two  or  more  sureties  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars, 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty,  and  said  security  to 
be  approved  by  Councils. 

Sect.  10.  He  shall  make  out  and  issue  the  bills  to  the 
water  tenants,  which  shall  be  served  on  the  premises  before 
the  first  day  of  February  in  every  year,  each  one  of  which 
shall  contain  in  it  a  notice  that  if  the  amount  is  not  paid 
within  ninety  days  after  its  delivery,  the  pipes  supplying 
the  premises  will  be  disconnected  from  the  main ;  and  he 
shall  furnish  the  Chief  Engineer  with  a  list  of  such  tenants 
as  have  not  paid  their  Avater  rents,  so  that  he  may  cause  the 
water  to  be  stopped  from  the  premises. 

Sect.  11.  He  shall  superintend  the  issuing  of  all  permits 
for  water,  receiving  the  fractional  water  rents  therefor,  and 
paying  the  amount  to  the  City  Treasurer ;  to  register  the 
same  by  wards,  and  all  water  rents  registered  to  date,  to  be 
re-arranged  by  wards,  if  not  already  done  ;  prepare  the 
duplicates  for  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-five,  and 
have  them  ready  by  the  first  Monday  of  January  next,  and 
annually  the  same  day  thereafter,  and  to  report  to  the  Con- 
troller on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  January  in  every 
year,  the  amount  of  the  duplicates  of  water  rent  for  said 
year. 

Sect.  12.  The  general  Clerk  shall  prepare  and  copy  all 
such  papers  appertaining  to  this  department  as  may  be 
directed  by  the  Register,  and  shall  generally  perform  such 
other  duties  connected  therewith  as  may  be  assigned  him 
by  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Sect.  13.  The  Permit  Clerks  shall  attend  to  their  respec- 
tive sub-offices,  issue  all  permits  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Register,  and  make  return  weekly  to  him  of  all  permits 
issued  and  monies  received.  They  shall  keep  in  a  book  to 
be  provided  for  that  purpose,  an  account  of  all  materials 
received  at  their  respective  offices,  under  the  direction  of 
14 
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the  Purveyor,  and  attend  to  such  other  duties  as  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Register  may  direct. 

Sect.  14.  The  Inspectors  shall  examine  all  premises  -where 
water  is  introduced,  and  return  to  the  Register,  as  often  as 
may  be  necessary,  an  account  of  all  connections  and  open- 
ings on  the  premises  and  their  uses,  such  as  the  number  of 
hydrants,  bath,  water  closets,  fountains,  &c. ;  and  the  rate 
of  charge  as  fixed  by  the  Councils  or  their  committee,  to 
distribute  the  water  rent  bills  and  notices,  to  examine  and 
report  cases  of  fraudulent  use  of  water  and  abuse  of  permits, 
and  other  duties  in  their  district  that  may  be  assigned  to 
them  by  the  Chief  and  Register. 

Sect.  15.  The  Messenger  shall  perform  such  duties  as  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Register  may  direct. 

Sect.  16.  The  annual  salaries  of  the  officers  in  this  depart- 
ment shall  be  as  follows,  payable  monthly  : 

The  Chief  Engineer,  three  thousand  dollars. 

Register,  two  thousand  dollars. 

Water  Purveyors,  eight  hundred  dollars  each. 

Enginemen  and  Eno;ineers,  each  ei";ht  hundred  dollars 
and  dwelling  rent  free. 

Water  Inspectors,  each  seven  hundred  dollars. 

Watchmen  at  Reservoir,  each  six  hundred  dollars. 

General  Clerk,  one  thousand  dollars. 

Permit  Clerks,  each  nine  hundred  dollars. 

Messenger,  six  hundred  dollars. 

Sect.  17.  The  officers  herein  provided  for,  to  be  nomi- 
nated by  the  Chief  Engineer,  and  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Select  Council,  appointed  to  the  offices 
herein  mentioned,  shall  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
party  nominating,  and  upon  such  removal  or  vacancy  occur- 
ring by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  a  nomination  shall 
be  made  to  supply  such  vacanc}^  as  in  the  case  of  an  original 
appointment. 

Sect.  18.  The  Joint  Standing  Committee  of  Councils  on 
Water  shall  have  supervision  over  all  the  transactions  and 
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operations  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  other  officers  and  em- 
ployees of  this  department,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  to  submit  all  plans  of  construction,  estimates, 
contracts  and  bills  for  materials  and  labor,  to  the  Com- 
mittee for  their  inspection,  before  any  action  shall  be  taken.

CHAPTER  LYIII. 

AN  ORD8NANCE 

To  Provide  for  the  Care  and  Management  of  the  Ice  Boat. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  do  ordain, 
That  the  Ice  Boat  shall  be  managed  by  a  Board  of  Trustees, 
to  be  elected  by  Councils,  one-half  by  each  Council,  but  no 
member  of  Councils  shall  be  eligible  to  said  Board. 

Sect.  2.  The  Trustees  now  in  office  shall  continue  until 
the  expiration  of  their  present  terms  of  service,  and  be  ap- 
portioned to  the  respective  Councils  as  follows  : — Select 
Council,  S.  Morris  Wain,  whose  term  of  service  expires 
May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-five  ;  John  H. 
Irvin,  expires  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six  ; 
Edmund  A.  Souder,  expires  May,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  fifty-seven.  Common  Council,  William  Cummings, 
expires  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty -five ; 
Samuel  J.  Christian,  expires  May,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
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dred  and  fifty-six ;  John  Devereux,  expires  May,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  fifty-seven. 

Sect.  3.  At  the  last  stated  meeting  in  May,  annually, 
the  Select  and  Common  Councils  shall  each  elect  one  per- 
son, who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  Philadelphia,  and  not  a  mem- 
ber of  either  Councils,  to  serve  as  a  Trustee  of  said  Ice 
Boat,  for  three  years,  in  the  place  of  such  whose  term  of 
service  has  expired;  and  any  vacancy  occurring  in  said 
Board  shall  be  supplied  by  a  special  election,  by  the  Council 
by  which  said  member  was  elected,  to  be  held  as  early  as 
convenient  after  such  vacancy  is  knoAvn  to  exist. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  the  charge 
of  and  direct  the  operations  of  the  Ice  Boat,  as  provided  and 
directed  by  the  ordinances  of  the  corporation  "  of  the  Mayor 
Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,"  in  force  at  the' 
time  of  the  passage  hereof. 

Sect.  5.  All  warrants  for  tlie  payment  of  money  for  any 
purpose  connected  with  the  said  Ice  Boat,  shall  be  drawn 
by  the  President  of  the  said  Board  of  Trustees,  and  attested 
by  the  Secretary  thereof;  and  the  bills  for  payment  of 
which  the  same  are  drawn,  shall  be  approved  by  the  said 
Board,  at  a  Stated  or  Special  Meeting  thereof,  and  the  form 
of  every  such  warrant  shall  be  as  follows  :

CHAPTER  LXII. 


Establishing  the  Department  of  Market  Mouses. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  head  of  this  department 
shall  be  called  the  Commissioner  of  Market  Houses.  He 
shall  be  charged  with  the  renting  and  collecting  of  the 
rents  of  all  Market  Stalls  and  Stands,  and  with  the  care  of 
all  the  Market  Houses  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Market  Houses. 

Section  2.  He  shall  prepare  and  keep  a  rent  roll  of  the 
said  Market  Stalls  and  Stands,  and  half  yearly  furnish  a 
copy  of  the  same  to  the  Committee  on  Market  Houses,  and 
15 
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to  the  Controller.  He  shall  cause  to  be  kept  in  his  depart- 
ment such  books  of  accounts  as  "will  exhibit  the  fiscal  affairs 
thereof  in  an  intelligible  manner.  He  shall  open  accounts 
■with  each  item  of  appropriation  made  by  Councils  for  the 
use  of  his  department,  wherein  he  shall  credit  the  sum  ap- 
propriated and  debit  it  with  the  amount  drawn  against  it. 

Section  3.  This  department  shall,  vmder  the  supervision 
of  the  Committee,  have  charge  of  the  execution  of  all  ordi- 
nances of  Councils  relatino;  to  the  construction,  building;  and 
repair  of  Market  Houses,  and  to  the  purchase  of  materials 
therefor,  whether  the  same  be  done  or  procured  by  contract 
or  otherwise  ;  and  all  contracts,  bills  for  materials,  and  ser- 
vices, and  all  claims  against  the  department  shall  be  submit- 
ted to  the  Committee  on  Market  Houses  for  inspection  and 
supervision,  before  the  same  are  executed  or  warrants  are 
drawn  for  their  payment. 

Section  4.  The  Select  and  Common  Council  shall,  on  the 
passage  hereof,  and  annually,  at  their  first  meeting  in  the 
month  of  July,  and  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  by  death, 
resignation  or  otherwise,  elect  viva  voce  in  joint  meeting,  a 
Commissioner  of  i\Iarket  Houses,  who  shall  hold  his  otiice 
until  his  successor  be  chosen  and  duly  qualified,  unless  sooner 
removed  by  a  resolution  of  Councils. 

Section  5,  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
the  said  Commissioner  shall  give  bond,  with  two  or  more 
sureties  to  be  approved  by  Councils,  to  the  Corporation  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  the  sum  of  $5000,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  as  the 
same  are  hereby  or  shall  be  defined  by  the  Ordinances  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  he  shall  take  and  subscribe 
before  the  Mayor,  the  following  oath  or  affirmation : — I  do 
solemnly  swear  or  affirm,  (as  the  case  may  be)  that  I  Avill 
support  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  that  I  will  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  the 
office  of  Commissioner  of  Market  Houses,  to  the  best  of  my 
ability. 

Section  6.  The  said  Commissioner  shall,  at  least  twice  in 
each  week,  make  return  to  the  City  Controller,  under  oath 
or  affirmation,  to  be  administered  by  the  Controller,  of  each 
item  of  monies  received  by  his  department  for  the  Corpo- 
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ration,  and  immediately  after  making  such  returns,  pay  the 
same  to  the  City  Treasurer. 

Section  7.  The  said  Commissioner  shall  within  sixty  days 
after  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance,  and  annually  thereafter 
in  the  month  of  January,  report  to  the  Controller  an  esti- 
mate of  the  amount  required  for  the  business  of  his  depart- 
ment for  the  current  fiscal  year,  and  the  items  of  such 
expense,  and  the  estimated  rental  of  the  Market  Houses 
and  Stands.  He  shall  at  the  same  time  report  to  Councils 
in  detail,  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  his  department 
during  the  past  fiscal  year. 

Section  8.  He  shall  exhibit  the  books  and  papers  of  his 
department  to  the  Mayor,  the  Controller,  and  the  Commit- 
tees of  Council,  at  all  times  when  required,  and  he  shall  in 
addition  to  the  duties  therein  imposed  upon  him,  perform  such 
other  duties  as  Councils  shall  hereafter  ordain  or  direct. 
The  office  of  this  department  shall  be  kept  open  for  the

bread,  butter,  lard  and  other  provisions,  sold  in  loaves,  lumps 
or  parcels  purporting  to  be  of  a  given  or  accustomed  weight 
or  measure  ;  and  all  scales,  weights  and  measures  which  are 
found  in  the  markets  not  correct  to  the  standard,  shall  be 
forfeited ;  they  shall  not  accept  or  take  from  any  person 
attending  the  markets  any  fee,  donation,  perquisite  or  reward 
on  any  pretence  whatever. 
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Sect.  11.  "Warrants  for  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the 
officers  of  this  Department,  and  for  the  payment  of  all 
debts  contracted  therefor  by  authority  of  Councils,  shall  be 
drawn  by  the  Commissioner  of  Market  Houses,  and  every

CHAPTER  LXXIX. 

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  establish  and  organize  the  Department  of  City  Surveyors 
and  Regulators. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
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of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of  City 
Surveyors  and  Regulators  shall  consist  of  a  Chief  Engi- 
neer and  Surveyor,  who  shall  be  President  of  said  Depart- 
ment, and  twelve  City  Surveyors,  who,  with  said  President, 
shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Surveyors  and  Regulators  for 
said  City. 

Sect.  2.  For  the  purpose  of  making  surveys  and  regula- 
tions for  said  City,  the  same  shall  be  divided  into  Twelve 
Districts,  amongst  which,  said  tAvelve  City  Surveyors  shall 
be  appointed  as  follows  : 

First  District — First  Ward,  west  of  Broad  street,  one 
Surveyor. 

Second  District — First   Ward,  east  of  Broad  street, 
Second,  Third  and  Fourth  Wards,  one  Surveyor. 

Third  District — Fifth  to  Tenth  Wards,  inclusive,  one 
Surveyor. 

Fourth  District — Thirteenth,  Fourteenth  and  Fifteenth 
Wards,  one  Surveyor. 

Fifth  District — Eleventh,  Twelfth,  Sixteenth  and  Seven- 
teenth Wards,  one  Surveyor. 

Sixth  District — Eighteenth  and  Nineteenth  Wards,  one 
Surveyor. 

Seventh  District — Twentieth  Ward,  one  Surveyor. 
Eighth  District — Twenty-first  Ward,  one  Surveyor. 
Ninth  District — Twent^'^-second  Ward,  one  Surveyor. 
Tenth  District — Twenty-third  Ward,  one  Surveyor. 

Eleventh    District — Twenty-fourth    Ward,    north    of 
Washington  street,  one  Surveyor. 

Twelfth  District — Twenty-fourth  Ward,  south  of  Wash- 
ington street,  one  Surveyor. 

Sect.  3.  Said  Board  of  Surveyors  shall  hold  stated  meet- 
ings on  the  first  and  third  Mondays  in  each  and  every  month, 
and  such  special  meetings  as  shall  be  convened  by  the 
President  of  said  Board,  or  by  the  Committee  of  Councils 
on  Surveys.  A  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  said  Board 
shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and 
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each  member,  including  the  President,  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  vote. 

Sect.  4.  A  suitable  office  shall  be  provided  for  said  De- 
partment, in  which  shall  be  kept,  under  the  custody  of  said 
Chief  Engineer  and  President,  all  the  Records  and  Plans 
relating  to  the  Surveys  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  except 
those  to  be  retained  in  the  District  offices  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for. 

Sect,  5.  The  said  Chief  Engineer  shall  prepare,  with  the 
assistance  of  such  of  said  Surveyors  as  he  shall  from  time 
to  time  designate,  a  full,  minute  and  accurate  survey  of  the 
whole  of  said  City,  ascertaining  and  designating  therein, 
the  gradiant  levels  of  the  various  parts  thereof,  showing  the 
horizontal  curvatures,  and  designating  how  the  same  shall  be 
graded  and  levelled,  so  as  most  beneficially  to  accomplish 
the  drainage  and  sewerage  of  the  whole  of  said  City.  He 
shall  further  have  the  superintendence  and  direction  of  all 
surveys  and  regulations,  as  authorised  by  Acts  of  Assembly 
and  Ordinances  of  the  several  Districts,  now  in  force,  or 
hereafter  to  be  enacted  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  proper  execution  of  the  same. 
He  shall  submit  to  the  Committee  on  Surveys,  all  plans, 
drafts,  specifications,  and  such  other  documents  as  they  may 
require  for  examination,  and  report  to  said  Committee  all 
applications  or  propositions  for  new  streets,  passages,  surveys 
or  other  improvements.  He  shall  furnish  the  Chief  Com- 
missioner of  Highways  with  all  plans  and  specifications  for 
laying  out,  grading  and  regulating  streets  and  public  ways, 
and  for  bridges,  culverts  or  other  improvements  to  be  done 
under  the  direction  of  said  Commissioner. 

Sect.  6.  The  said  Surveyor,  shall,  in  their  respective 
Districts,  lay  out  and  survey  the  same,  as  may  be  requisite 
from  time  to  time  ;  and  shall  designate  the  proper  lines, 
levels,  grades,  drainage  and  sewerage  thereof,  but  the  same 
shall,  before  adoption,  be  subject  to  the  inspection  and 
approval  of  said  Chief  Engineer,  and  in  case  the  same  is 
not  approved  by  him,  and  said  District  Surveyor  or  Sur- 
veyors shall  not  coincide  in  the  suggestions  or  alterations 
proposed  by  said  Chief  Engineer,  in  relation  thereto,  the 
same  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Surveyors  at  the 
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first  stated  meeting  of  said  Board  thereafter,  to  be  decided 
thereby,  and  at  Avhich  meeting  said  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  or  Surveyors,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  thereon, 
as  upon  any  other  question  submitted  to  them. 

Sect.  7.  When,  and  as  often  as  such  surveys  and  plans 
shall  be  made,  cither  relative  to  the  general  survey  of  said 
City,  or  such  parts  thereof  as  have  not  been  surveyed,  or 
alterations  therein,  or  of  parts  heretofore  surveyed,  and 
whether  the  same  shall  refer  to  the  laying  out,  or  the 
levelling,  grading,  draining  or  sewerage  thereof,  they  shall 
be  approved  by  said  Chief  Engineer,  or  in  case  of  appeal  by 
said  JJoard  ;  and  the  said  plans  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
said  Chief  Engineer,  and  a  duplicate  thereof  be  retained  by 
the  Surveyor  or  Surveyors  of  the  appropriate  District ;  and 
said  District  Surveyors  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all 
surveys,  adjustment  of  party  walls,  regulation  of  thicknesses 
of  party  and  other  walls,  and  condemnation  of  the  same  as 
made  by  them,  and  shall  also  furnish  such  duplicates  thereof, 
as  may  be  required  by  the  Chief  Engineer  from  time  to  time, 
and  also  such  plans  of  such  parts  of  said  Districts,  and  in 
such  form,  and  with  such  details,  as  said  Chief  Engineer 
shall  from  time  to  time  require  to  be  made,  to  be  deposited 
in  his  office,  a  duplicate  whereof  shall  also  be  kept  in  the 
office  of  said  District  Surveyor,  and  all  such  plans,  surveys, 
records,  minutes  and  regulations,  whether  in  said  principal 
office,  or  the  respective  offices  of  said  District  Surveyors, 
shall  be  the  property  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  kept 
open  during  all  business  hours  to  the  inspection  of  all  citi- 
zens desiring  to  examine  the  same. 

Sect.  8.  An  office  shall  be  provided  in  each  of  said  Dis- 
tricts for  the  use  of  the  Surveyor  or  Surveyors  thereof,  in 
Avhich  the  plans,  drafts,  surveys  and  records,  and  papers 
thereof  shall  be  kept ;  and  each  City  Surveyor  shall  provide 
and  keep  in  his  District,  at  his  own  cost  and  expense,  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  good  and  suitable  instruments,  requisite 
for  the  duties  of  his  office,  to  be  approved  by  the  Chief 
Engineer. 

Sect.  9.  All  plans,  surveys  and  regulations  after  approval 
by  the  Chief  Engineer  or  said  Board,  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  Committee  on  Surveys,  at  least  ten  days  before  any  fur- 
ther action  shall  be  had  thereon. 
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Sect.  10.  Each  District  Surveyor  shall  have  the  right  of 
appointing  and  dismissing  his  own  Rodman  ;  and  also  subject 
to  the  approval  of  Select  Council,  of  appointing  one  Assistant 
Surveyor,  in  case  such  Assistant  is  deemed  necessary  by 
the  Chief  Engineer,  and  the  Chief  Engineer  also  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  temporarily  appoint,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Committee  on  Surveys,  and  the  approval  of  Select  Coun- 
cil, such  further  Clerks,  Draftsmen,  Kodmen  and  Assistants, 
to  himself  or  said  City  Surveyors,  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 

Sect.  11.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  shall,  by 
and  with  the  advice  of  Select  Council,  appoint  a  Recording 
Clerk,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  by  his  direction,  to  assist  in 
the  charge  of  the  ofl&ce,  in  recording  documents,  and  in  such 
duties  as  may  be  required.  He  shall  act  as  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Surveyors,  and  keep  regular  minutes  of  their 
proceedings.  He  shall  collect  and  receive  all  fees,  per- 
quisites, or  other  charges  connected  with  the  oflfice  of  this 
Department,  and  shall  twice  every  week,  make  returns  under 
oath  or  affirmation  to  the  City  Controller,  of  all  monies 
received  by  him,  and  immediately  thereafter  pay  the  same 
to  the  City  Treasurer. 

Sect.  12.  Prior  to  the  commencement  of  any  building  in 
said  City,  a  survey  shall  be  made  of  such  parts  or  the  lots 
of  ground  on  which  the  same  is  to  be  erected,  as  may  be 
occupied  thereby,  and  the  Surveyor  shall  within  ten  days 
after  notice  is  given,  survey  any  and  all  lots  in  his  District, 
and  all  fees  for  said  surveys  shall  be  paid  before  any  such 
survey  shall  be  made,  or  permit  issued  to  the  Surveyor  of 
the  proper  District,  who  shall  collect  and  receive  all  fees, 
perquisites  or  other  charges  connected  with  this  office,  and 
shall  every  week  make  returns  under  oath  or  affirmation  to 
the  City  Controller  of  all  moneys  received  by  him,  and  im- 
mediately thereafter  pay  the  same  to  the  City  Treasurer. 

Sect.  13.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  the  City 
Surveyors  and  Regulators,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Select 
and  Common  Councils  in  joint  meeting  and  by  viva  voce 
vote,  and  as  vacancies  shall  occur  they  shall  he  filled  by 
Councils  by  appointment  in  the  same  manner. 

Sect.  14.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall,  Avith  the  advice  and 
consent  of  Select  Council,  appoint  a  Messenger  and  prescribe 
his  duties. 
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Sect.  15.  The  Officers  in  this  Department  shall  receive 
the  following  annual  salaries,  payable  monthly,  viz : 

The  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,     ...     -   $3500 

The  City  Surveyors  and  Regulators,  each,  -     -     2000 

The  Recording  Clerk,  -    - 1200 

The  Messenger, 600 

Sect.  16.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  shall  give 
bonds  with  two  or  more  sureties  in  the  sum  of  Ten  Thousand 
Dollars,  and  the  City  Surveyors  and  Recording  Clerk,  Five 
Thousand  each,  with  two  sureties  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  as  the  same  are  or 
shall  be  defined  by  ^he  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, the  said  sureties  to  be  approved  by  Councils.

CHAPTER  XCYIII. 

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  Organize  the  Department  of  Wharves  and  Landings. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  that  the  head  of  this  Depart- 
ment shall  be  called  the  superintendent  of  Wharves  and 
Landings. 

Sect.  2.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  shall,  on 
the  passage  hereof,  and  annually  at  their  first  meeting  in 
the  month  of  July,  and  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  by 
death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  elect  by  viva  voce  vote,  in 
joint  meeting,  a  Superintendent  of  Wharves  and  Landings, 
who  shall  hold  his  said  office  until  his  successor  be  chosen 
and  duly  qualified,  unless  sooner  removed  by  a  resolution  of 
Councils. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  Superintendent  shall,  before  enter- 
ino-  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  give  bond,  with  two  or  more 
sureties,  to  be  approved  by  Councils,  to  the  Corporation  of 
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the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  the  sum  of  Tavo  Thousand  Dol- 
lars, conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties 
of  his  office  as  the  same  are  hereby  or  shall  be  defined  by 
the  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia:  and  he  shall 
take  and  subscribe  before  the  Mayor,  an  oath  or  affirmation 
faithfully  to  perform  the  duties  of  said  office,  and  to  support 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  Common- 
Avealth  of  Pennsylvania. 

Sect.  4.  He  shall  lease  the  wharves  and  landings  be- 
longing  to  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  when- 
ever the  same  shall  be  vacant,  by  advertising  for  proposals 
in  four  daily  papers,  three  times  a  week  for  one  month  ; 
said  proposals  shall  be  opened  by  the  Superintendent  in 
presence  of  the  Committee,  at  least  sixty  days  previous  to 
the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which  the  said  wharf  or  land- 
ing Avas  leased,  and  in  all  cases  the  highest  and  best  bid 
shall  be  received,  and  collect  the  rents  therefor  ;  the  leases 
for  the  same  shall  be  of  a  uniform  character  after  a  form  to 
be  prepared  by  the  City  Solicitor.  He  shall  have  charge 
of  and  superintend  the  cleansing  of  such  of  the  docks  as 
pertain  to  any  of  the  said  wharves  or  landings,  as  Councils 
may  direct  to  be  cleansed,  and  make  appropriations  therefor. 
He  shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Port 
Wardens,  Public  Landings  and  Wharves,  superintend  all  re- 
pairs to  any  of  said  Wharves  or  Landings  as  need  repair. 
He  shall  have  charge  of  the  construction  of  new  or  alteration 
of  existing  wharves  and  landings,  whenever  Councils  shall 
by  ordinance  direct  such  construction  or  alteration ;  and  he 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  and  services  in  relation  to 
the  renting,  construction  or  alteration  of  wharves  and  clean- 
sing docks.  All  leases,  contracts,  bills  for  materials  or 
services,  and  all  claims  against  the  department,  shall  he 
submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Port  Wardens,  Public  Land- 
ings and  Wharves  for  inspection  and  supervision,  and  shall 
be  approved  by  Councils  before  the  same  are  concluded  and 
executed,  or  warrants  drawn  for  payment  therefor. 

Sect.  5.  He  shall  prepare  and  keep  a  rent  roll  of  the 
said  wharves  and  landings,  and  quarterly  furnish  a  copy 
thereof  to  the  Controller  and  the  Committee  on  Port  War- 
dens, Public  Landings  and  Wharves.  He  shall  keep  such 
books  of  accounts,  respecting  the  business  of  his  department, 
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as  will  exhibit  its  fiscal  affairs  in  an  intelligible  manner, 
and,  in  which  books  of  accounts  he  shall  cause  to  be  entered 
in  a  fair  legible  hand,  an  accurate  description  of  all  the 
Wharves,  Landings  and  Docks,  belonging  to  the  City,  ac- 
companying each  description  therein  with  a  plan  or  draft, 
showing  the  exact  dimensions  of  each  Wharf,  Landing  and 
Dock,  and  he  shall  open  accounts  with  each  tenant  and  with 
each  item  of  appropriation  made  by  Councils,  for  the  use  of 
his  Department,  wherein  he  shall  credit  the  sum  so  appro- 
priated, and  debit  with  the  amounts  drawn  against  it. 

Sect.  6.  He  shall  at  least  twice  in  each  week,  make 
returns  to  the  City  Controller  under  oath  or  affirmation,  to 
be  administered  by  the  Controller,  of  each  item  of  moneys 
received  by  him,  for  the  Corporation,  and  immediately  after 
making  such  return,  pay  the  same  to  the  City  Treasury. 

Sect.  7.  He  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  January, 
report  to  the  Controller  an  estimate  of  the  amount  required 
for  the  business  of  his  department  for  the  current  fiscal  year, 
and  the  item  of  such  expense,  together  with  an  estimate  of 
the  rental  of  the  property  in  charge  of  his  department  for 
the  same  time  ;  and  he  shall  at  the  same  time  report  to 
Councils  in  detail,  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  his  de- 
partment during  the  past  fiscal  year;  and  he  shall  exhibit 
the  books  and  papers  of  his  department  to  the  Mayor,  Con- 
troller and  members  of  Councils,  at  all  reasonable  times, 
when  required ;  and  he  shall  keep  his  office  open  for  the 
transaction  of  business,  from  9  A.  INL  until  3  P.  M.,  daily, 
except  Sundays,  the  Fourth  of  July,  Christmas  day,  the 
Pirst  of  January,  and  such  day  as  the  Executive  of  the 
Commonwealth  may  appoint  as  a  day  of  General  Thanks- 
giving. 

Sect.  8.  All  bills  and  claims  against  this  Department 
shall  be  laid  before  the  Committee  on  Port  Wardens,  Public 
Landings  and  Wharves  for  their  inspection,  before  payment 
of  the  same  is  made.  Warrants  for  the  payment  of  debts 
or  obligations  received  in  this  department  shall  be  drawn  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Wharves  and  Landings,  and  shall  be 
in  the  followinj;  form :

the  same  being  rural  districts  of  the  City,  whose  poor  are 
supported  out  of  the  taxes  and  revenues  of  the  City,  a  tax 
of  one  hundred  and  thirty -live  cents  in  the  hundred  dollars, 
on  the  assessed  value  thereof;  and  upon  the  before  men- 
tioned real  and  personal  estate,  and  property  situate  or 
assessed  within  the  following  portions  of  the  City,  that  is  to 
say — The  third,  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth  divisions  of  the 
Twenty-second  Ward,  and  the  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh, 
and  eighth  divisions  of  the  Twenty-third  Ward  ;  the  same 
not  being  considered  rural  districts,  but  wdiich  provide  for 
the  maintenance  of  their  own  poor,  a  tax  of  one  hundred 
and  thirty-two  cents  in  the  one  hundred  dollars,  on  the  as- 
sessed value  thereof;  and  upon  the  before-mentioned  real 
and  personal  estate  and  property  situate  or  assessed  in  all 
other  parts  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  a  tax  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  cents  in  the  one  hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed 
value  thereof;  and  upon  every  taxable  inhabitant  of  the 
said  City,  returned  by  the  Assessor  as  aforesaid,  the  sum 
of  fifty  cents. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  taxes  are  to  be  levied  for  the  year 
eighteen  hmidred  and  fifty -five,  as  one  City  and  County  tax, 
and  are  hereby  voted  for  the  following  objects  respectively, 
for  the  same  period,  namely  : 

For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  and  six  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  public  health,  the  sum  of  thirty -six  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

For  the  expenses  of  the  County  Prison,  the  sum  of  seventy- 
two  thousand  dollars. 

For  County  purposes,  that  is  to  say,  for  the  expenses  of 
the  Courts,  Elections,  Assessors,  County  Officers  and  Offices, 
and  the  like,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars. 
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And  the  balance  for  interest  on  the  City  debt  and  muni- 
cipal purposes,  other  than  the  foregoing. 

And  the  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appro- 
priated for  the  said  objects,  but  subject  to  the  further  direc- 
tions of  Councils. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  Commissioners  shall  cause  the  dupli- 
cates of  said  taxes  to  be  made  out  and  delivered  to  the  Re- 
ceiver of  taxes  without  delay.
